The directors’ report was then read, and wae well received by the meeting. 
It stated that the line was opened on the idth July, and the traffic had ex. 
cocded their most sanguine expectations ; the number of passengers for the 
firat three moaths, to October 17th, were 55,505-—-on8 of the largest amounts 
ever conveyed upon 4 railway, soon after its Opening, less than tweaty miles 
long; that the original calcalation, independent of those by the Irish and 


As several of the principal railways are yet incomplete, or have been 


opened so short a time as not to allow their traffic fully to develope itself, 
it would be premature to form a judgment at present as to their ultimate 
success. returns of those lines which have been longest in operation, 
give some idea of the astonishing extent to which the public already avail 
themselves of the facilities of railway travelling. On the chain of rail- 
roads connecting London with Birmingham, Liverpool, Manchester, and 
Preston, which, with the branch to Aylesbury, amounts to an aggregate 
length of about 260 miles, the total receipts from July 1, 1839, to June 
40, 1840, were 1,467,562/. 19s, 8d.; the expenses during the same pe- 
riod, including interest on borrowed money, being 820,893/. 19s. 10d., or 
nearly 56 per cent. This gives an average daily income of 4020/. 14s, 4$d., 
or 15/. 9s, 33d. per mile. Owing to the completion of tributary lines, 
and other circumstances, it is probable that the year 1540—1 will be more 
productive than 1839-40, especially to the don and Birmingham 
Company, whose receipts in ten consecutive weeks ending September 5th, 
1840, exceed, by more than 21 per cent., those of the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1839. During these ten weeks, which embrace the most profit- 
able portion of the year, this company’s income was 174,328/. 2s. 5d., or 
24901. 8s. Od, per diem, which is at the rate of 20/. 188, 64d. per 
mile, upon 119 miles, the length of the main line and the Aylesbury 
braoch, the returns for which are not published separately, 
The Companion to the British Almanack, from which we take these 
particulars, gives a list of 135 railways, in a tabular form, exhibiting their 
course, dates of their several Acts, date of opening, branches, length in 
miles, present capital, sort of power used, and general remarks, especially 
the gauge of the rails.

WHITEHAVEN AND DUBLIN COAL TRADE. 

Great complaints are made by all parties interested in the export of 
coals from Whitehaven to Dublin. The trade was never known to be so 
dull or profitiess as at the present time; the price has fallen 1s. per ton 
at Dublin (now the only market), and the sale at that rate so slow as to 
prevent the possibility of any gain accruing to the shipowners. The cause 
of the stagnation is variously accounted for. Lord Lonsdale’s agents as-

various ways, for their existence aad well.doing, on the manner in which the 
noble earl may be advised to deal with the vest resources at his co: i 


an others deeply interested in the issue is, that measures should be imme- 
dintely taken to iavestigate and arrange matters of such vast interest and 
importance io a mode calculated to afford the most entire protection to the 
public. Above all, the danger should be most carefully guarded against of 
allowing this line to be monopolised by any set of men, who might hence 
acquire the power of dealing at their pleasure with the parties and interests 
concerned, of selling their services to the public at their own price, and even 
of neglecting their duties, if it answered their pur todoso. To accom- 
plish this end, it is held to be desirable that the Government and the East 
India Company should have cognizance officially of all the measures to be 
taken ; and, further, that they should frame and superintend engagements 
to be entered into with these parties on the principle of the contracts made 
recently between the Government and the parties engaged in conveying the 
mails by steam between England, the Americas, and the West Indies. While 
a doubt existed as to the ability of any company to engage in this great and 
important object, it was useless to consider what was required for the public 
protection ; but now that private capital has at length assumed such a power 
of combination as to pr t the requisite means, the question presses for 
immediate attention and decision. The whole power certainly ought not to be 
given to any company, however powerful and well conducted, nor should 
the Government and the East India Company be released on any account 
from their original bargain with the public until it is clearly seen that it ma 
be transferred with safety to other hands. All that can now be poh. | 
is, that a company may engage in managing the intercourse with India only 
so far as conceras goods and passengers, for which, under the original bar. 
gain no provision is made, and it will be time enough after that has been put 
to the test of long experiment, for the higher powers to relax their hold upoa 
this arrangement, and give up the maila themselves tc other hands. It 
should be remarked, however, as a piece of justice, that the Government and 
the East ludia Company have never manifested the least disposition to 
shrink from their engagements with the pablic, but have held the companies 
ata distance, and given them no encouragement whatever. The trust has 
been well performed, and hence arises the greater necessity for caution in 
parting with it to other hands, after the propriety and policy of doing so are 
clearly ascertained.— Times. 


BRITISH AND COLONIAL EXPORT COMPANY. 
In the file of papers last received from Sydacy, New South Wales, some 
notice appears, not of the most laudatory kind, of a joint-stock undertaking, 
entitled the ‘‘ British and Colonial Export Company,”’ situated in Leaden- 
hall-street, and professing to give to persons intending to emigrate every de- 
gree of accommodation, including ‘‘ advice.’’ Nothing (remarks the Editor 
of the Times) can read better than their announcement, which, among other 
things, says that the ‘‘ company ’’ will have ‘‘ a succession of first-class ships 
on the berth (? ), and whose manager having recently resided in all those 
places (the chief Australian settlements and New Zealand), can afford ever 
information as to the peculiar advantages of each particular colony. An 
where the parties are going out to settle as farmers, graziers, merchants, 
manufacturers, professional men, or capitalists, the manager will be happy to 
give them any advice required, both as to the outfit, purchases, and invest- 
ments, before they leave Eogland, as well as respecting their future plans and 
prospects after arrival ; and if respectable, there will be no objection to fur- 
nish them with letters of introduction to persons in the colony, who will be of 
great assistance to them in forwarding their respective views. For the ace 
commodation of their passengers, the directors of this company will also 
grant letters of credit, and transferrable on their agents in any of the above 
colonies for sums under 100/,., without any charge whatever.’’ 
In the Sydney Gazette, which quotes the prospectus, this affair is desig 
nated as ‘‘ all moonshine,”’ and seeing that it is calculated, if fraudulea y 
concocted, to mislead most injuriously persons intending to emigrate, and in- 
clined to put trust in such fine promises, we have made some inquiry in the 
city on the subject, and find that, if these ‘‘ directors’ have done any busi- 
ness at all, they must have been singularly secret and circumspect in ali their 
proceedings, since vo one seems to be aware, either at Lioyd’s or elsewhere, 
of their haviog yet sent out a single ship to Australia or New Zealand. Now, 
if a false pretence is set up in one respect, there is just ground for suspecting 
the same thing In others, and though no serious consequence may follow the 
omission to send out ships, &c., according to the expectation held out, much 
harm may be done to ignorant and careless persons in leading them to jintrust 
their money to parties who may give them in exchange bits of paper, which, 
when they arrive at the end of their voyage, may be found to be worth no- 
thing. Noclass of men so much want protection in general as those who 
emigrate, and they are the class above all others to whom any deception must 
be fatal and irremediable. This notice is especially put forth, therefore, on 
their account, that they may be preveated from placing any confidence in 
such A company without first making the most careful and rigorous inquiry. 
In reference to the above statement, ‘‘ A Shareholder,"’ in the Times of 
Friday, remarks, that ‘* the British and Colonial Export Company is a very 
quiet, respectabie, and unassuming affair, doing a small, but profitable, busi- 
ness with the Australian colonies, and is not at all deserving the vulgar aod 
iliberal remarks of the Sydney editor, inasmuch as they have already dis- 
patched goods, or influenced passengers, by nearly fifty vessels to Australiain 
little more than twelve months." 


PLYMOUTH, DEVONPORT, AND EXETER RAILWAY. 
On Wednesday last a meeting of the shareholders in this undertaking took 
place at the Guildhall, Plymouth. The Mayor of Plymouth in the chair.

rection of the Old Eye pit, so as to have a suffocating effect oe the men at 
work there.—Mr, Townend employs in that pit thirteen men, and upwards 
twenty boys; in Lord’s pit there are ten men, and about twenty boys. 
fumes aud smoke were so stifling, that Townend’s pitmen built up a sort 
of wall of clay, &c., across a part of the pit, in order to prevent the smoke 
filling the parts where they worked ; and some of the men had daily to pul 
down 9 oa) of this wall, to pass beyond it to their work, aad to close it up 
agaia after them, so as to keep the pit at all free from thick smoke, 
The result, as we have already stated, was the suffocation of one man, and 
the seriously injuring two or three others. The inquest on the bodyof the 
d was commenced on Satuiday, and concluced on Tuesday evening, 


when the jury delivered the following verdict :—‘* We find Chri-topher East- | 


wood, Benjamin Bentley, aod Joba Shepherd (three of Atkin and Co.'s 
men) guilty of the manslaughter of Jacob Townend; and we consider the 
violent procecdings which have been carried on for some time io these mines

justice if possible.‘’—The coroner then committed the prisoners to the Kirk- 
dale House of Correction, to take their trial at the next assizes. 

In the course of the inquest, the following interesting evidence was giten : 
—Mr. W. Robinson, of Stones, near Todmorden, Lancashire, produced part 
of the materials taken from the fires, and stated :—1 have paid some atten- 
tion to chemistry for the last ten years. This is a mineral substance (coke) ; 
this (a piece of wood) is vegetable; and this (apparently some wool dipped 
in oily matter) is an anima! substance. I have been accustomed to analyse 
soils and miverals of various descriptions. From my previous experience, 
am enabled to state the principal gases that would arise from the combus 
tion of these mineral, vegetable, and animal substances, without actaally 
performing the experiments, or subjecting them to any test. Coal io Lan. 
cashire is generally of one nature, except the cannel. This piece is of the 
** caking coal,”’ generally got in this neighbourhood. This is a piece of wood 

ly consumed by fire. This other material, in its present state, is analo 
us to cinder or coke, This otheris a part of the roof or top stove, This 
animal wool, mixed with oleaginous matter, either vegetable or nnimal 
oil, or both. The oii used with wool in the neighbourhood of Rochdale is 
vegetable. The product of the combastion of wood would be carbon (the re- 
siduum after the application of heat), with a little lime, oxide of iron, manga- 
nese, and other earthy matters, taken up in the growth of the tree. The prin- 
cipal gaseous product would be bituminous matter, generally called coal tar— 
the smoke condensed, caused by partial consumption of the carbon, It comes 
off in a gaseous state, and becomes coal tar (which Is of the consistency of 
treacle) when condensed. Then there is carbonic acid gas, from the oxygen | 
and carbon —it would be generated very abundantly from the consumption of | 
this wood. We should also have sulphuretted hydrogen gas generated, and | 
also a little ammoniacal from hydrogen and nitrogen gas; but it would not 
remain long in a gaseous state, but be absorbed by any water acar. There 
would be a little carbonic oxide formed, but not much. There would also be 
carbure!ted hydrogen produced from the consumption of both the wood and 
coal very abundantly; indeed, both the olefiant and the light carburetted hy- 
drogen. From the coal the products would be nearly similar to that of the 
wood, as to gaseous substances, though in different proportions; but there 
would be more carbonaceous matter remaining. Io the dry coal of this 
country, there is about 16 parts in every 100 of nitrogen. From the animal 
wool, by heat of combustion or decomposition, or other animal matter, there 
would be ammoniacal gas, which would be absorbed by water; also carbonic 
acid in a gaseous state, hydro-sulphuric acid or sulpharetted hydrogen, in a 
us state; phosphoretted hydrogren, a combination of phosphorus and 
hydrogen, the olefiant and the light carburetted hydrogen. There would be 
other reproductions ; but those would be the principal gaseous matters, in 
mechanical mixture, and not chemical combination, in the atmosphere.{Sup- 
posing there was any stagnant water near, it might be tested for the pre 
seace of ammonia. I know, from experience, that that gas is very deiete- 
rious to the lungs. Carbonic acid gas would be injurious. Sulphuretted 
hydrogen gas would be very highlyso. If all these gases were evolved in 
mechanical mixture, the result would be highly injurious to animal life, as I 
know from my own experiments on small animals. In a confined situation, 
such as that of a mine, if the atmosphere were charged with any considerable 
uantity of these gases, it would certainly produce death from suffocation. 
ean refer you to many eminent authorities for the proportion of the gases 
which produce this effect. Ifa fire were kindled in the ordinary workings 
of a breast-high mine (not a shaft), where the mine is about three-quarters 
wide and three feet high, if a strong current drew through it, it would cer 
tainly be injurions ; but, if confined stagnant withouta current, it would be 
more highly so; many of the gases would increase in their proportions to 
the atmosphere, and animal life could not be supported in the deleterious 
mixture. None of these would descend unless forced back ” their own 
pressure, bat would ascend from a higher to a lower leve!. In order to 
counteract the deleterious effects of the gases, there must be a very strong 
and rapid current; but there would wot be such a current in the working of 
any coal mine I ever saw, as to prevent their deleterious effects. There 
would be considerable abstraction or absorption of oxygen from the atmo 
sphere, and this would render the deleterious effects more fatal. If the or 
dinary atmosphere of @ mine was highly charged in sulphuretted hydrogen 

. even if oxygen were present, it would be highly deleterious, perhaps 
ieee to avimal life, thoagh it woold sapport the burning of a candle A 
candle would not barn in one part of four of carbonic acid gas, but it would 
burn in one ia ten. 

Cross examined.——These reentts alwave take place from the combustion of 
these materials. The effects upoo the human frame depe: d upon the propor 
tions and the quantity of the gases. When oxygen combines with carhon, 
combustion is produced. Oxygen ts the essential clement to support life— 
and, generally speaking, combustion conid not exist without the presence of 
oxyges. Ifthe oxygen were withdrawa the fire would go out. A light 
would be ¢xtinguished in 4 jar of hydragen, except where mised with the 
oxygen.

fact. Carbonic acid gas is always heavier than the atmosphere ; and there 
fore if « candle will not barn in it, it prowes there is danger; bat there is 
danger often where the candi¢c will burs, though of course not so great

perally ia this coustry contaias it, there would be sulpherous acid produced, | 
which is the smothering emeli, we sometimes feel from the want of an arb 
draught. Chierine gas would support the combustion of a candice, but life 
coald not be sestained in it for an iestant; bal thet is not produced by the 
combuasiion of any of these materials. 

By the Coroacr.—The dangerous qaality of this cae does not arise & toge 
ther from the confined siteation, but it woul’ be considerally tncreaerd by 
it. Onc part in 300 of suipharetted hydrogen, even in the most open space, 
aad in « current, would be fatal to bumas life; and one part in #00 would 
kill a dog ; one part in 1600 would deatroy a bird.

Baicuron Rattway.—On Thursday the last arch of the Ouse Vi»- 
| daet, on the London and Brighton Railway, was keyed by Mr. Maude,

of visitors from Brighton and Lewes. The iaduct is built for the pur.

Eaarnquakes.—We have again a remarkable example of the coinci 
dent occurrence of earthquakes in distant parts of the world. The town 
of Zante, in the island of the same name, has been ruined by a series of 
terrific shocks between the 24th and 30th of October; aud our paper of 
the Slst October records a shock on the 26th of that month at Comrie. 


| The distance between these localities is nearly 1700 miles, or one- fifteenth 


part of the circumference of the globe. The bearing is north.west and 
south-east. It may be remembered that the great earthquake of 2d 
October last year, was felt simultaneously at Comrie, in Piedmont, and 
at Reggio, in Calabaria—that is, over a line coinciding in direction with 
the present, and enly a little shorter. If we prolong the line connecting 
Reggio and Comrie farther northward, it strikes Mount Hecla in Iceland, 
and may thus be said to have an active volcano at each extremity—Btna 
at the one, and Hecla at the other. Its length will be 2500 miles, or one- 
eleventh part of the circumference of the globe. It is extremely probable 
that by and-bye we shall hear of earthquakes between the 24th and J0th 
October, in the Alps, or Appenines, or at other intermediate localities. — 
Scotsman.
